On April 2, 2014, the Federal Election Commission notified your client of the complaint
in MUR 6801 alleging that Senate Majority PAC and Rebecca Lambe in her official capacity as
treasurer violated the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended (“the Act™). A copy
of the complaint was forwarded to your client at that time. '

On November 17, 2015, the Commission considered the complaint, but there was an
insufficient number of votes to find reason to belicve Senate Majority PAC violated the Act.
Accordingly, the Commission closed its file in this matter.
